St Peter's at Rome The story of this 
ancient and long lost process is one 
full of romance. It is the process used 
by the Greeks and Romans, lost in the 
Dark Ages, le-discovered by, Michel- 
angelo and used by him in, decorating 
St Petei's In Rome, only to be lost at 
his death. It was discovered again a 
few years ago and is now being ap- 
plied to the ndomment of the gieatest 
public building in America. 


A few years ago a young German art 


student named Max Friederang, a pu- 
pil of Arnold Boecklm went to Rome 
to study Mgr De Wahl, then rector 
of the German college, near the Campo 
Santo, took a fancy to him and ob 


tallied £or him permission to pursue 
his researches In the Vatican library. 
There.he formed the. acquaintance of 
two divinity students,, who he found 
were far more deeply interested in 
art than in theology. Tho three young 
men browsed .about among the treas- 
ures of that enormous library, de- 
ciphering manuscripts ot

MYSTERY CLEARED UP. 


Opening of Coffin Disproves Tale That 


Roll of Lead Was Burled, and Au- 


thors May Be Prosecuted. 


London.—The 
body 
of 
Thomas 


Oharles Druce, in Highgate cemetery, 
was exhumed Monday, juut 43 years to 
a day after Its burial. The coffin was 
found to contain the remains of a hu- 
man body, thus exploding the romantic 
tale told by Robert C. Caldwell and 
others, who awore during the recent 
bearing of the Druce perjury case that 
It contained a roll of lead. 


The official statements given out by 


representatives of the home office and 
others who were officially present at 
the exhumation, not only definitely 
disposes of tho lead myth, but seems 
effectively to prove that tho body 
buried In 1864 was actually that of T. 
C. Drucc. Tho authorized statement 
follows: 


"The coffin was opened and found 


to contain the body of an aged, beard- 
ed man; the plate on the coffin bore 
the name 'Thomas Charles Druce.' " 


Those persons who have sworn to 


the placing of lead instead of a. hu- 
man body In tho coffin have been dis- 
credited, and they probably will have 
to take the • consequences of their 
acts.

looking glass plaque, edging it with 
crimped pink tissue paper and form).
